A new crescent moon in the sky tonight would mean that Ramadan is here, and the month of Sha'ban 
has come to an end. So tonight is the first night of Ramadan. Muslims begin praying Taraweeh from 
tonight and making preparations for fasting next day!

During the month of Ramadan, all believers must observe their fasting. But first of all, do you wonder 
about how to perform fasting? Let's learn it! 


Fasting is to not eat or drink anything from Fajr (dawn) to Maghrib (sunset). If you should fast, then 
you must make the intention of fasting at night or before Fajr. Intention means to decide to do 
something. Fasting in Ramadan is the fourth pillar of Islam. Fasting is called ‘Sawm’ in Arabic.

We eat whatever Allah Ta'ala has granted us and

Allah Ta'ala has bestowed us with so many blessing subhanAllah that we can't even count on them. 
Allah Ta'ala mentions in the Quran:

If we are thankful to Allah for all the blessings that we have, Allah Ta'ala will give us more blessings. 
So we must build 'An Attitude of Gratitude'. Gratitude means being able to feel blessed for all that 
you have and if that displays in your everyday routine and your gestures that's an attitude of 
gratitude. 


We can express Gratitude or Shukr to Allah Ta'ala in three ways: 


1. Shukr of the heart, which is achieved by harboring and intending good for all of Allah's creation. 


2. Shukr of the tongue, which involves saying praises of Allah, such as utterance of Alhamdulillah, 
SubhanAllah and expressing gratefulness to Allah with our tongue. 


3. Shukr of the limbs, which is fulfilled by using our external senses and body parts to do good. Every 


time Allah gives us a blessing, we must use it in a way that benefits humanity and that 
pleases Allah.

Ramadan is the month of Quran. But what is Quran that we pray? Quran is the speech of Allah 
in Arabic that was revealed to the Prophet Muhammed # through Angel Jibreel. Before 
revealing the Quran, Allah sent down Books to many earlier Prophets. He sent down the Torah 
to Moosa alaihis salam, He sent down the Injeel to Isa alaihis salam, He sent down the Zaboor 
to Dawood alaihis salam, and He sent down Suhuf to Іргаапеет alaihis salam. However, all of 
these earlier books are either lost or their messages have been changed by the people. Today, 
the only Book from Allah that is without any change is the Quran. SubhanAllah! 


Quran was sent down in two steps: 

STEP 1. Allah Ta'ala sent the entire Quran down at once firstly from the Loh e Mahfuz to the 
lowest heaven on Laytul Qadr. 

STEP 2. Therafter Allah Ta'ala sent the Quran to the Earth and revealed it to Prophet 
Muhammad SAW over 23 years.

Quran is the last Book from Allah, it is the final message from Allah to the people till the Day of 
Judgement. There will be no other book or message of any kind that will come from Allah to the 
people. That is why, Allah promised to protect the Quran from getting lost or changed. 

Quran gives us knowledge about Allah, describes the Day of Judgement, Paradise and Hell, tells us 
stories of the Prophets as lessons for us, describes important events from the life of Prophet 
Muhammed £, gives us important laws or rules to live a proper life which is pleasing to Allah, 
describes us the good manners that one should have with Allah and the people, and explains how 
to worship Allah.

"| am now going to ask you some questions. Please answer them truthfully otherwise I will be 
informed through wahi if you lie." Rasulullah # then asked, "What kind 
of a person is Alqamah?" She replied, "He performs lots of salaah, 
keeps lots of fasts and is very generous." Rasulullah # asked, "How is 
his relation with you?" She replied that she was displeased with him. 
Rasulullah € told her that the displeasure of his mother is not 
allowing him to read the kalimah. Thereafter Rasulullah & told 
Hadhrat Bilaal D to get some wood and start a fire in which Hadhrat 
Alqamah would be thrown. His mother asked in shock, "Will you 
burn my son in front of me? | cannot allow this." Rasulullah # said, 
"The fire of Allah is more severe than this and lasts forever. If you 
want Allah to forgive him then be pleased with him. | take an oath in 
the name of Allah that without pleasing you, his salaah and other 
good deeds will not benefit him." She immediately said, "O Prophet 
of Allah! | make you witness that | am pleased with Alqamah.”

The Islamic calendar is known as the Hijri Calendar. This Calendar is on the basis on the 
moon. There are 12 months in the Hijri Calendar as well. 


The Islamic Calendar, which is based purely on lunar cycles, meaning the moon, was first 
introduced in 638 CE by the companions of the Prophet Muhammad saw, and the second Khalifah, 
Umar ibnul Khattab RadiAllahu anhu. He did it in an attempt to rationalize the various, at times 
conflicting, dating systems used during his time. Umar consulted with his advisors from the 
companions on the starting date of the new Muslim calendar. It was finally agreed that the most 
appropriate reference point for the Islamic calendar was the Hijrah the incident of the immigration 
of the Muslims from Makkah to Madinah. It is a central historical event of early Islam that led to 
the foundation of the first Muslim city-state, a turning point in Islamic and world history. The actual 
starting date for the calendar was chosen (on the basis of purely lunar years, counting backwards) 
to be the first day of the first month (1 Muharram) of the year of the Hijrah. 


Since the Islamic calendar is purely lunar, the Muslim year is 
shorter than the Gregorian year by about 11 days. Also, the 
months of the Islamic year are not related to seasons which are 
fundamentally determined by the solar cycle. This means that 
important Muslim festivals, which always fall in the same lunar 
month, will occur in different seasons. For example, the Hajj and 
Ramadhan's fasting can take place in the summer as well as the 
winter. It is only over a 33 year cycle that lunar months take a 
complete turn and fall during the same season.
